In  the  flatter  of  the  Application  of  the  Minister 
of  Railways  for  the  Province  of  British  Co- 
lumbia, under  Subsection  (2)  of  Section  232 
of  the  “ Railway  Act,”  for  an  Order  directing 
that  the  Pivotal  Span  in  the  Railway  Bridge 
over  the  Fraser  River  at  New  Westminster, 
in  the  Province  of  British  Columbia,  be  opened 
only  for  the  Passage  up  or  down  the  River  of 
such  Ships,  Barges,  Boats,  or  other  Vessels 
as  cannot,  by  the  Adoption  of  a Hinge  or 
Similar  Device,  lower  their  Smoke  - stacks. 
Funnels,  Masts,  Flagstaffs,  or  other  Similar 
Erections  and  pass  under  the  Bridge  without 
the  Pivotal  Span  thereof  being  opened. 

UPON  the  hearing  of  the  application  at  the 
sittings  of  the  Board  held  in  the  City  of 
Vancouver  on  the  2Tth  and  20th  days  of  .Tuly,  and 
the  2,8th  day  of  November,  1012,  the  Applicant, 
the  British  Columbia  Electric  Railway  Company, 
and  the  Canadian  Western  Lumber  Company. 
'Limited,  being  represented  by  Counsel  at  the  hear- 
ing, and  what  was  alleged  : and  upon  the  reading  of 
what  has  been  submitted  in  writing  in  support  of 
the  application  and  on  behalf  of  the  interests 
opposed  to  the  granting  of  the  order: 

It  is  ordered  that  the  following  regulations 
governing  the  opening  and  closing  of  the  pivotal 
span  of  the  said  railway  bridge  over  the  Fraser 
River  at  New  Westminster,  filed  by  the  .\pplicant, 
and  con.sented  to  by  the  parties  in  interest,  be,  and 
they  are  hereby  approved  and  adopted,  namely  : — 
The  operation  of  the  pivotal  or  swing  span  of 
tlie  railway  bridge  across  the  Fraser  River  at  New 
Westminster  shall  be  under  the  direct  control  of 
the  Superintendent  of  the  bridge,  who  shall  be 
governed  by  the  following  regulations  in  the  opera- 
tion of  the  same.' — 

1.  The  signal  to  he  given  by  a steamer  to  have 
the  swing  oi»ened  shall  be  three  long  blasts  of  tlie 
whistle. 

2.  The  span  shall  be  opened  witli  the  least 
possible  delay  up  m receiving  the  prescribed  signal, 
excepting  wliere  there  is  a train  actually  within 
the  “ home  " signals  of  the  interlocking  system  or 
in  motion  towards  the  bridge  between  the  “ dis- 
tant’’  and  the  “home”  signals,  and  then  not  until 
after  the  train  has  passed  and  is  clear  of  the 
"home”  signals  at  the  opposite  end  of  the  bridge: 
I’rovided  however  that  where  two  trains  are 
approaching  the  bridge  within  the  “distant”  sig- 
nals at  the  time  when  a signal  is  given  by  a vessel, 
as  hereinafter  provided  for,  a train  of  a superior 
class  shall  have  preference  over  a train  of  an 
inferior  class,  and  shall  be  permitted  to  cross  the 
bridge,  and  the  train  of  the  inferior  class  shall  he 
held  until  the  said  vessel  giving  the  signal  before- 
mentioned  passes  through  the  bridge  and  the  swing 
span  is  again  closed. 

3.  Dn  the  top  of  the  steelwork  of  the  awing 
span,  at  a point  about  .W  feet  north  of  the  tower- 


house,  there  shall  be  erected  a double-arm  sema- 
phore signal,  the  pole  of  which  shall  be  painted 
white,  and  the  arms  orange-yellow.  This  sema- 
phore shall  be  fitted  for  night  signals  with  spectacle 
castings  and  lamp,  one  to  display  a red  light  and 
the  other  a green  light. 

,3.  (a.)  The  normal  position  of  this  signal  shall 
be  " bridge  closed  ” : that  is  to  say,  in  the  daytime 
the  arms  shall  extend  at  right  angles  to  the  pole, 
facing  up  and  down  the  stream  : at  night  the  signal 
“ bridge  closed  ” shall  be  indicated  by  the  red 
spectacle  light. 

3.  (h.)  In  the  daytime  the  si.gnal  “bridge  open- 
ing” shall  be  indicated  by  the  arms  of  the  sema- 
phore in  the  upper  quadrant:  that  is  to  say,  in  the 
vertical  position  : at  night  the  signal  “ bridge  open- 
ing ” shall  be  indicated  by  the  green  spectacle 
light. 

3.  (c.  1 In  thick  and  foggy  weather  the  signal 
from  the  bridge  shall  be  a fog-horn  blown  in  the 
manner  following:  (1)  In  answer  to  a signal 
from  any  boat  and  as  a signal  for  “ bridge  closed,” 
two  long  blasts  of  the  fo.g-horn  shall  be  blown  and 
repeated  at  intervals  of  ten  seconds:  (2)  when  the 
bridge  is  ready  to  be  opened  and  as  a signal  for 
“ bridge  opened,”  three  long  blasts  of  the  fog-horn 
shall  be  blown  and  repeated  at  intervals  of  ten 
seconds,  and  continued  until  the  vessel  has  passed 
through  and  is  clear  of  the  bridge.  This  signal  is 
not  to  be  confused  with  the  fog  signals  described 
in  paragraph  S hereof. 

4.  The  said  span  shall  be  opened  only  for  the 
passage  up  and  down  the  river  of  all  such  ships,

G.  Notwithstanding  anything  in  these  regulations 
contained,  the  operation  of  the  swing  span  of  this 
bridge  shall  be  at  all  times  iinder  the  control  and 
direction  of  the  Bridge-tender,  who  may.  in  his 
discretion,  stop  a train  and  block  or  otherwise 
direct  traffic  either  across  the  bridge  or  on  the 
water  in  such  manner  ns,  in  his  opinion,  may  best 
suit  the  exigencies  of  any  particular  case  or  set 
of  ciix'iimstnnces  demanding  or  calling  for  an.v 
alteration  or  deviation  from  these  rules.  No  ship, 
barge,  l)ont.  or  other  vessel  shall  attempt  to  pass 
through  the  said  bridge  span  until  they  have 
received  from  (he  Bridge-tender  the  necessary  sig- 
nals instructing  them  that  the  passage  is  clear. 

7.  There  shall  he  erected  and  maintained  at  each 
end  of  the  swing  span  protection  in  the  said  bridge, 
in  such  a position  ns  can  he  seen  by  vessels 
approaching  the  bridge  from  both  up  and  down 
the  river,  an  automatic  gauge  which  shall  indicate 
at  all  stages  of  the  tide  the  clearance  between  the 
level  of  the  water  and  the  underside  of  the  lowest 
member  of  the  structure. 


.8.  In  thick  and  foggy  weather,  a fog  signal  shall 
be  continuously  sounded  from  the  bridge,  and  the 
sound  thereof  shall  be  distinct  from  the  signals 
n ferred  to  in  subsection  (c)  of  clause  3 hereof. 

0.  These  regulations  to  become  cfTective  on  and 
af'er  the  thirty-first  day  of  May.  a.p.  1013.

NOW  KNOW  YE  that  by  these  presents  We  do  hereby  order  and  proclaim  that 
the  said  tract  of  land  hereinbefore  described  shall  forwith  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
incorporated  into  a city  municipality,  under  and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  said 
Act,  and  under  ami  subject  to  the  provisions  of  all  other  Statutes  applicable  to  said 
municipality,  and  under  and  subject  to  the  provisions  hereinafter  contained  or  referi  ed  to.

“ City  of  Port  Moody.”

Council  and  Qualifications. 

The  Council  shall  consist  of  a Mayor  and  eight  Aldermen,  and  the  whole  number 
pre.sent  at  each  meeting  tliereof  shall  not  be  less  than  five. 

The  qualifications  for  Mayor,  and  for  an  Alderman  at  the  first  election  shall  be 
as  provided  for  Mayor  and  Alderman  respectively  in  sections  16  and  17  of  the  “Muni- 
cipal Act,”  excepting,  however,  that  the  assessment  roll  referred  to  in  said  sections 
shall  mean  the  last  revised  Provincial  Assessment  Roll. 

Voters. 

Any  male  or  female,  being  a British  subject,  of  the  full  age  of  twenty-one  yeans, 
and  being  the  assessed  owner  of  real  property  within  the  municipality  of  the  assessed 
value  of  not  less  than  8100.00,  according  to  the  last  revised  Provincial  Assessment  Roll, 
or  being  a householder  or  licence-holder  for  at  least  six  months  previous  to  such  election, 
and  being  for  a term  of  not  less  than  si.x  months  resident  within  the  municipality,  who 
shall  have  filed  with  the  Returning  Officer  a declaration  to  that  effect  at  any  time 
before  the  closing  of  the  voters’  list,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  for  any  person  who  is  duly 
nominated  for  Mayor  or  Alderman  at  such  first  election. 

George  Lynes  Churchard,  Esquire,  of  Port  Moody,  shall  be  the  Returning  Officer 
at  the  first  election,  and  he  shall  have  power  to  appoint  Deputy  Returning  Officers, 
Poll  Clerks,  constables  and  such  other  officers  as  he  shall  deem  necessary  for  taking 
such  poll  and  for  maintaining  order  at  the  polling  .stations  during  the  election. 

It  shall  1 ,)e  the  duty  of  the  Returning  Olficer  forthwith  after  the  issue  of  these 
Letters  to  make  out  a list  of  the  voters  qualified  as  aforesaid,  and  to  have  the  same 
acce.ssible  to  all  ratepayers,  not  later  than  seven  days  after  the  date  of  these  Letters, 
and  he  .shall  receive  and  consider  applications  for  enrolment,  or  foi‘  amendment  of  the 
v'oters’  list  till  12  o’clock  noon  (T’  the  Saturday  before  the  iiominations  as  hereinafter 
provided,  when  he  shall  declare  the  list  closed,  and  the  voters’  list  so  ]irepared  shall  be 
the  voters’  list  for  the  City  of  Port  Moody  for  the  remainder  of  the  year. 

Such  list  and  declarations  shall  be  open  to  inspection  by  any  person  within  lawful 
hours. 

Any  person  may  complain  that  his  name  is  improperly  omitted  from  the  voters’ 
list,  or  that  any  other  name  is  improperly  inserted  thereon,  and  may  a])ply  to  any 
Judge  of  the  Suprenu*,  or  County  (a)urt  to  have  his  name  in.serted  thereon  or  to  have 
atiy  names  improperly  inserted  thereon  struck  off  the  said  list.  In  such  latter  case 
n“a.sonable  notice,  to  be  determined  by  the  .fudge  a])j)lied  to,  shall  be  given  to  the 
person  whose  name  is  ]U()posed  to  be  stiaick  off.  The  .beige  .shall  hear  and  dispose  of 
all  such  applications  in  a summaiy  way,  and  the  Returning  ( )fiicer  shall  amend  the  list 
in  Hcconlance  with  the  .luflue’s  decision. 

Nomination. 

'I'he  nominations  for  the  first  (V)uncil  of  the  City  of  Poi't  .Moody  shall  b(‘  held  on 
the  third  .Mfuiday  after  the  dat(^  of  the.se  Letters  from  1 2 o’clock  noon  to  2 o’clock  )).m., 
and  the  election,  in  case  a poll  should  be  demanded,  shall  lx;  held  on  tlu*  'rimr.sday 
bellowing  after  such  nomination,  between  the  hours  of  9 o’clock  a.m.  ami  7 o’clock  p.m. 

at  Beimett’s  Hall,  in  the  said 
])lace  of  nominations,  and  of 
)y  the  Returning  Officers  in  a 
newsjtaper  circulating  in  the  City  ot  Port  Mofxly,  and  by  posting  such  notice  for  a like 
pericxl  at  four  different  public  places  within  the  City  of  Port  Moody. 


'I’he  said  nominations  and  poll,  if  any,  shall  be  lield 
City  of  l’(jrt  .Moody.  Seven  days’  notice  of  the  time  and 
the  place  of  holding  the  first  })oll,  if  any,  shall  be  given  I 
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'rho  lli'tuniiii^  Ollicci'  .shall,  OJi  the  day  of  iioiiiiiiatioti,  at  two  o’clock  ji.iii., 
announce  the  names  of  the  ])ersons  put  in  nomination  in  that  behalf  as  candiilates  foi- 
the  ollices  of  Mayor  and  Aldermen,  as  prescribed  b}-^  the  “ Muidcipal  lOlections  Act.” 

At  the  clo.se  of  the  time  for  nominating  the  candidate.s  the  Returning  Ollicei- shall 
deliver  to  every  candidate,  or  agent  of  a candidate,  appl3dng  for  the  same,  a dul^’^ 
certified  list  of  the  names  of  the  sevei'al  candidates  who  shall  have  been  nominated  ; 
and  an}'’  votes  given  at  the  election  for  any  other  candidates  tlian  those  so  nominated 
.shall  be  null  and  void. 

If  at  the  expiration  of  the  time  appointed  for  the  nomination  as  aforesaid,  no 
more  camlidates  stand  nominated  than  there  are  members  to  be  elected,  the  Retui’ning 
Otlicer  shall  forthwith  declare  the  candidates  who  may  stand  nominated  to  be  elected. 

E LECTION. 

If,  at  the  expiration  of  such  time,  more  candidates  stand  nominated  than  there  are 
members  to  be  elected,  the  Returning  Officer  shall  declare  the  names  of  the  canditlates, 
and  publicly  proclaim  the  day  previously  stated  in  his  notice,  and  the  place  at  which 
the  poll  shall  be  so  opened,  for  thepurpo.se  of  taking  the  votes  of  the  electors  according 
to  law ; and  shall  then  adjourn  the  election,  and  shall  take  a poll  by  ballot,  and  shall 
cau.se  to  be  posted  up  notices  of  his  having  granted  .such  poll,  indicating  the  names, 
residences,  and  occupations  of  the  candidate.s,  so  nominated,  in  the  order  in  which  they 
shall  be  printed  on  the  ballot-paper.s,  which  notices  shall,  as  soon  as  possible  after 
the  nomination,  be  placarded  in  all  the  places  where  the  notice  for  the  election  was 
posted  up. 

The  Returning  Officer  .shall  provide  a ballot-box  or  ballot-boxes  and  the  nece.s.sary 
ballots  for  use  in  the  .said  election,  and,  except  as  by  said  Act  it  is  otherwise  provided, 
he  .shall,  .so  far  as  possible,  conduct  .such  election  in  all  respects  in  conformity  with  the 
provisions  of  the  “ Municipal  Elections  Act.” 

The  names  of  the  persons  elected  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  municipality  shall 
be  published  by  the  Returning  Officer  in  the  Gazette  within  thirty  days  aftei’  the 
declai’ation  of  the  result  of  the  poll. 

After  the  Poll. 

The  Returning  Officer,  after  the  declaration  of  the  poll,  shall  retain  the  ballot- 
papers  and  boxes  until  a Clerk  shall  be  duly  appointed,  to  whom  he  shall  forthwith 
deliver  the  .same. 

The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  so  elected  shall  be  deemed  to  be  the  Maj’-or  and  Aider- 
men  of  the  City  of  Port  Moody  under  the  “ Municipal  Act,”  and  shall  hold  office  until 
their  successors,  or  a majorit}'  of  them,  are  sworn  in,  subject,  however,  to  the  provisions 
of  the  “ Municipal  Act  ” in  regard  to  death,  resignation,  removal  from  office  and 
disqualification. 

First  Meeting. 

The  fir.<?t  meeting  of  the  Council  so  elected  shall  be  held  on  the  fir.st  Monday  after 
such  election  at  2 o’clock  in  the  afternoon,  at  Bennett’s  Hall,  in  the  City  of  Port 
Moody,  and  the  Ma,yor  and  each  Alderman  shall  make  the  declaration  provided  by  the 
“ Municipal  Act  ” before  taking  his  seat  as  such  Mayor  or  Alderman. 

At  the  first  meeting,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  possible,  the  Council  may  elect  a 
Clerk,  Treasurer,  Collector,  and  Assessor,  or  such  officers  as  they  may  deem  neces.sary, 
who  shall  hold  office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Council,  and  receive  .such  remuneration 
as  the  Council  may  by  by-law  appoint. 

Act  of  Incorporation. 

Sections  5 to  14,  both  inclusive,  of  said  “ Port  Moody  Incorpoi-ation  Act  ” are 
hereby  incorporated  in  these  Letters  for  the  purpose  of  specifying  herein  all  matters 
contained  in  said  sections  and  not  hereinbefore  specified.

particularly  described  : 

And  whereas  the  Honourable  Thomas  \Yilson  Paterson,  Lieutenant-Governor  of 
Our  Province,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  the  Executive  Council,  under  and  b}'’  virtue 
of  the  powers  and  authorities  conferred  on  him  by  the  said  Act,  and  of  all  other

In  such  latter  case 
reasonable  notice,  to  be  determined  by  the  Judge  applied  to,  shall  be  given  to  the 
person  whose  name  is  proposed  to  be  struck  off.
